Minneapolis, Ju ne 27—Th ree- 
fou rth s of th is year’s girl grad­ 
u ates expect to be married with ­ 
in th e next five years. 
Bu t — only one-h alf of th e 
men gradu ates expect to march 
to th e altar with in th at same 
period of time. 
Fou r ou t of every five women 
are willing to work to h elp? earn 
enou gh to make marriage pos­ 
sible. 
Bu t only two ou t of every five 
male seniors will let th eir fu tu re 
wives work. Th e oth er th ree in­ 
sist th ey will not marry u ntil 
th ey are earning enou gh to su p­ 
port th e h ou seh old alone. 
Th ese conflicts in viewpoint 
revealed th emselves in th e an­ 
swers of several h u ndred repre­ 
sentative members of th e cap- 
and-gown parade at th e Uni­ 
versities of New York, Ch icago, 
and Minnesota, in a Ju ne gradu ­ 
ation su rvey ju st completed by 
North western National Life In­ 
su rance 
Company of Minne­ 
apolis. 
Of th e coeds qu estioned, 41% 


prefer marriage to a career; 28 % 
prefer a career; wh ile 31% want 
both , and can see no reason wh y 
a career and h appy marriage are 
not compatible. 
Th e men and women are in 
close agreement as to th e mini­ 
mu m income on wh ich th ey 
wou ld be willing to u ndertake 
marriage; th e men’s ideas av­ 
eraged $2970 as th e annu al in­ 
come necessary; th e women’s re­ 
qu irements averaged $28 50. 
However, th e gradu ates’ ideas 
as to a fair starting salary, 
wh ich th ey wou ld be worth in 
th e bu siness world at present, 
are not far ou t of line with th e 
actu al initial salaries now being 
offered to th is year’s seniors by 
employers . Th e men’s ideas of 
a satisfactory beginning salary 
averaged 
$1760; 
th e women 
th ou gh t $1430 per year to be a 
fair figu re. A recent su rvey by 
th e insu rance company covering 
th e placement departments of 
68 u niversities disclosed th e pre­ 
vailing range of salaries actu al­ 
ly being offered gradu ates by 
bu siness men to be from $108 0 
to $1560 annu ally. 
Of th e men stu dents, 8 6% in­ 
tend to own th eir own h omes 
sooner or later; 8 5% of 
th e 
women h ave th e same ambition. 
Over th ree-fou rth s — 77%— 
of th e men expect to own a car 
wh en first married; 68 % of th e 
girls h ave th e same h ope. 
An interesting divergence of 
opinion was noted among th e 
men gradu ates of th e th ree u ni­ 
versities wh en asked wh eth er 
th ey wou ld prefer to live in th e 
city, or in th e cou ntry or a small 
town.

At Ch icago, 72% 
preferred city su rrou ndings, and 
28 % wanted small town or cou n­ 
try life. 
Desire for h ome ownersh ip 
ran h igh est at Minnesota, with 
98 % of th e men gradu ates wh o 
took part in th e su rvey register­ 
ing th e intention of owning th eir 
own h omes eventu ally, and 94% 
of th e women expressing th e 
same desire.

commission from collecting taxes 
designed to raise $120,000,000 in 
th e first fiscal year th rou gh a 
3V2 per cent tax on railway pay­ 
rolls and an equ al levy on em­ 
ployes wages. 
He also enjoined th e railroad 
retirement board from making 
any preparations for paying th e 
pension wh ich wou ld h ave total­ 
ed $47,000,000 du ring th e first 
year. 
Ju stice Bailey u ph eld th e con­ 
tention th at th e tax and pension 
laws were “inseperable parts” of 
a single regu latory sch eme wh ich 
violated th e du e process provi­ 
sions of th e fifth amendment.

ery thing as a m atter of course. 
“Abe wrote, long y ear’s after­ 
ward : ‘My m other worked stead­ 
ily and 
without complaining. 
She 
cooked, 
made 
clothing, 
planted a little garden. 
She 
coughed 
at times 
and often 
would have to lie down for a lit­ 
tle while. We did not know th at 
she was ill. She was worn, y ellow 
and sad. One day when she was 
ly ing down, she motioned me to 
come near, and when I stood by 
the bed, she reached out one 
hand as if to embrace me and 
pointing to my sister Sarah, said 
in a whisper: “Be good to her, 
Abe!” The tired woman closed 
her ey es, and it was several 
hours before the children knew 
she was dead. 
The nex t day 
Thomas Lincoln made a coffin 
of split boards. The body of the 
dead woman was placed in the 
rude coffin and then four men 
carried the coffin up to the top 
of a little hill nearby and it was 
lowered into a grave. A mound 
of rocks was piled on top, ac­ 
cording to the customs of the 
times, to protect the grave from 
wild animals. 
“Little Abe and Sarah went 
down the hill, dazed and undone, 
clinging to each other in their 
grief. But there was work to do 
and Sarah was the ‘little other 
m other.’ For a y ear she cooked, 
scrubbed, patched the clothing 
and looked after the household. 
Then one day Thomas Lincoln 
went away and left the two chil­ 


dren alone. He was gone for a 
week and when he came back he 
brought the children ■" a step­ 
m other — Sally Bush Johnson, a 
widow with three children of 
her own but with enough love 
for two more. Her heart went 
out to little Abe, and his lonely 
heart responded . . . ‘All I am 
and all I hope to be, I owe to 
my darling M other!’ wrote Ab­ 
raham Lincoln y ears later, and it 
is good to know th a t Sally Bush 
Lincoln lived to see the boy 
evolve into the greatest man in 
America. She survived him four 
y ears. 
“When Abe was twenty -one, 
the family decided to move west. 
There were four ox -carts in all. 
One of these carts was driven by 
Abraham 
Lincoln, 
but before 
they started Abe cut the initials 
‘N. H. L.’ on a slab and placed 
it securely at the head of the 
grave of his m other — the m oth­ 
er who had given him birth. In 
Nineteen Hundred Five certain 
citizens of Indiana bought the 
hill-top, a beautiful grove of 
thirty acres, and this property is 
now the possession of the State 
forever. A guardian lives there 
who keeps the property in good 
condition. 
A 
chapel — roofed, 
but open on all sides has been 
built. The trees are trimmed, the 
underbrush removed. 
Winding 
walks and well-kept roadway s 
are to be seen. 
“The park is open to the pub­ 
lic. Visitors come, some of them 
great and learned. And now and 
again comes some old woman, 
tired, worn, knowing somewhat 
of the history of Nancy Hanks 
Lincoln and all she endured and 
suffered, 
and 
places

the 
mound a bouq uet gathered down 
the meadows. Abraham Lincoln 
can never die. He belongs to the 
ages. Memories of him will be 
passed on from generation to 
generation — the blessed herit­ 
age of mankind. And here, alone 
on the hill-top, sleeps the wom­ 
an who went down into the shad­ 
ow and gave him birth. Fighting 
poverty was her fortune; depri­ 
vation and lonliness were her lot.

LOAN PAYMENTS SHOW 


IMPROVEMENT IN MAY 


Indianapolis, June 27 — Pay ­ 
m ent of delinq uent loans of the 
ten Indiana Production Credit 
Associations showed a consider­ 
able improvement during May , 
Clarence Manion, Indiana Di­ 
rector of the National Emergen­ 
cy Council, said today . 
The percentage of delinq uents 
is now approx imately one per 
cent of the outstanding loans. 
During the first two weeks in 
June the associations, which are 
divisions of the Farm Credit Ad­ 
m inistration of Louisville, Ky ., 
made loans aggregating $640,000. 
Applications are now being re­ 
ceived for general farming pur­ 
poses, for purchase of feed, com­ 
pletion of crops, etc. 
Manion said th at the unusual­ 
ly dry weather has seriously 
damaged pasture lands. As a re­ 
sult there will probably be a 
heavier sale of grazing cattle 
than would otherwise have been 
made. He said: 


“This condition will, of course, 
bring about the liq uidation of 
many PCA loans earlier than 
was contemplated and will prob 
ably result in smaller profit to 
the borrowers. 
There may be 
also less activity on the part of 
farmers in obtaining feeder loans 
this Summer and Fall unless feed 
crops receive sufficient rain to 
produce a larger y ield than is 
now indicated.” 
The Real Estate Sales Division 
of the Federal Land Bank re­ 
ported the sale of thirteen bank- 
owned farms in Indiana during 
the first two weeks of June for 
a total of $50,275.
